Caribbean  carnival  -  part  one 


When  we  first  announced  that  we  were  going  to  spend 
our  Xmas/New  Year  break  aboard  a  1 6  day  Caribbean 
cruise  on  the  five-star  MS  Seabourn  Pride,  one  of  a  trio 
of  luxury  liners  owned  by  the  Carnival  Corporation, 
friends,  acquaintances  and  colleagues  issued  plentiful 
advice  and  warnings.

of  comraderie/fun  amidst  a  predominantly 
elderly/geriatric  American  clientele.  On  all  but  one  count 
they  couldn’t  have  been  further  off  the  mark. 

First,  the  ambience.  Unlike  mammoth  luxury  liners,  the 
9975  tonne  Seaborne  Pride  offers  both  intimacy  and 
ample  space.  Forget  the  claustrophobia  of  cramped 
quarters  and  confined  spaces:  its  204  passengers  travel 
in  stylish  comfort  of  all  suite  accommodation  with  more 
than  150  crew  catering  to  every  whim.  When  the  ship  is 
not  carrying  full  capacity,  passenger/staff  ratios  are  even 
more  favourable,  on  our  trip  it  was  more  than  a 
one-to-one  basis. 

It’s  so  much  easier  to  foster  friendships  in  this  more 
intimate,  convivial  atmosphere.  At  this  time  of  the  year, 
particularly,  the  clientele  tends  to  travel  in  extended 
family  groups.  Rabbis  and  priests/clergymen  conducted 
respective  holiday  services  in  a  relaxed  atmosphere, 
providing  for  the  inquisitive  an  eye-opener  to 
different  worlds. 

The  span  of  age  groups  ranged  from  young 
grandchildren  to  the  elderly  though  as  we  all  know, 
chronological  years  rarely  correlate  with  spirit.  In  fact 
one  grandmother  out  drank  and  out  partied  her  entire 
family  of  12.  Likewise,  a  wide  number  of  nationalities 
provided  an  interesting  social  mosaic.  Our  foursome 
teamed  up  with  some  delightful  English,  Swiss  and 
Americans  (couples)  .  Boat  size  and  length  of  the  trip  are 
conducive  to  cementing  ties/friendships.

Gershwin  and  Nat  King  Cole  concerts;  comedy  cabaret, 
bridge  and  other  card  games,  wine  tastings,  and  the  yin 
and  yang  of  life:  cooking  demonstrations  and  nutritional 
tips  by  celebrity  chefs  and  physical  activity  to  work  off 
the  damage. 

Sure,  the  culinary  temptations  woo  even  the  strongest 
willed.  Sure,  you  over-indulge.  How  does  one  resist 
those  free  Russian  caviar  snacks  served  between 
exquisitely  prepared  and  presented,  multi  course 
banquet  meals?  Of  course,  the  more  stoic  are  offered 
low  calorie  dishes  and  sugar-free  deserts  or  ample 
options  of  gym, calorie  burning  activities.
